ASHINGTON, November 8.--Election returns received by the Associated 
Press up to 2 o’clock this moning, show that the democrats have carried 
the mayoralty campaign in New York city; the state ticket in Pennsyl- 
vania; the state ticket in Virginia and the city ticket in Louisville, while the re- 
publicans have made a clean sweep in Masachusetts and Chicago and Cook coun- 
ty and have carried their tickets in New Jersey, Rhode Island, Nebraska, Mary- 
land. In New York Hearst had a plurality in the borough of Brooklyn of almost 
16,000, with fourteen election districts missing. The returns indicate McClel- 
lan’s reelection by several thousand plurality. Bird S. Coler was elected borough 
president of Brooklyn on the municipal ownership ticket. The New York elec- 
tion shows that municipal ownership will be a considerable factor in the city’s 
politics. In Ohio the result is still doubtful, though the returns to a late hour in- 
dicated the election of Pattison, the demorcatic candidate for governor. 
The suffrage amendment in Maryland was defeated overwhelmingly.
